“Some soldiers started to interfere 
but Princess Chevekiar cried that she 
was a Mohammedan and had nursed 
the Turk soldiers in the wartime and 
that I was a Christian and had stolen 
her husband. She then incited the sol- 
diers to attack me and if I hadn't 
shown myself to be utterly defense- 
less, thereby exciting their pity, they 
undoubtedly would have lynched me.” 

Princess Chevekiar, whose first hus- 
band was King Fuad of Egypt, filed 
suit for divorce the next day, as, under 
Turkish law, she only needed to prove 
that her husband had been going on 
excursions with another woman to be 
freed. The princess kept the cape ot 
Mme. Suad and this will be one of the 
principal exhibits when the divorce 
trial is resumed on Feb. 4. 


I Am Innocent. 

“I was made a scapegoat by Prin 
cess Chevekiar, although I am abso- 
lutely innocent, because she believed 
that the Turkish courts would be 
prejudiced against a Christian .wom- 
an,” concluded Mme. Suad bitterly: 

Mme. Suad is a very charming 
woman of thirty and has an 8-year. 
old daughter, Geraldine Spreckels. She 
receives a monthly pension from the 
Spreckels family. 

She now charges Princess Chevekiar 
with slander, assault, the robbery of 
her cape and attempted lynching.

nounced yesterday by John Hertz, 
head of the Yellow taxi and bus ser- 
vices of Chicago, New York and St. 


Louis. 


A new $1,000,000 corporation has 
been formed ‘as a subsidiary of the 
Yeilow Cab Manufacturing company to 
launch the new business. It will be 
known as the “ Hertz Drivurself Sys- 
tem.” It will license agencies in towns 
and cities, will sell new closed type 
automobiles to operators on easy pay- 
ments, and will aid agencies in con- 


ducting their businesses. 


, Purpose of Pian. 

The — is designed to make it 
possible for any one who can drive a 
car to rent one in any town of any 
ste, Mr Hertz explained. ‘‘ We plan 
to establish as many agencies as the ; 
communities can support. profitably. 


Agents will have the advantage of our 


system of insurance and identification 
that will remove the risk from renting 
ears to unknown persons and which 
also will cover any damages. 

“Any one who rents a car will pay 
a small mileage charge. He will pay 
only for actual use. The agent will get 
his return from the car’s actual serv- 
ice. That is fair to both, Further- 
more, we will take back cars at the 
end of every year on a fixed basis of 
depreciation according to mileage. 

Cars Unusually Sturdy. 

“We believe this new idea will be 
welcomed everywhere. Statistics show 
that one woman in every three, and 
two men in every three, in this coun- 
try, know how to drive acar. It will 
be convenient, because there will be 
an agency in every neighborhood. And 
it will be amazingly cheap, because pa- 
trons will do their own driving and 
will pay only for actual] use of a car.

WEEKS DIRECTS 
NEW SURVEY OF 


SANITARY CANAL 


Hires Local Firm; Asks 
Report in 90 Days. 


First steps to ald congress in reach- 
ing a decision on deep whterway pro}- 
ects and diver- 
sion of lake water 
at Chicago for 
sanitary purposes 
were taken here 
yesterday by the 
federal govern- 
ment. 

A n notincement 
was made by Maj. 
Rufus W. Put 
nam, United 
States district en · 
gineer, that the — 
local firm of Al MAJ. R. W. PUTRAM 
vord, Burdick & é 
Howson, hydraulic and sanitary en- 
gines, has been engaged by the war 
department to make a comprehensive 
study of the proposed waterways and 
sewage disposal and report within 
three months. 

Maj. Putnam said that survey will 
not be made to guide the war depart - 
ment in granting the drainage board 
permission to withdraw 10,000 cubic 
feet of water per second from Lake 
Michigan, but will consider the policy 
of meters for water users. 


Question of Navigation. 


“The survey of the Chicago engi- 
neering firm has been requested by the 
war department so that it may fur- 
nish the rivers and harbors committee 
some definite information on the wa- 
terway projects before that commit- 
tee, Maj. Putnam said. 

Several bills are before congress 
which provide for a deep waterway 
from the great lakes to the Mississippi 
river and others provide for the diver- 
sion of 10,000 cubic feet of water 
through the drainage canal as part of 
the waterway idea, 

Maj. Putnam explained that the war 
department permit now being sought 
by the drainage officials for water di- 
version only would remain in effect 
until such time as congress fixed the 
flow by legislation. 


All of the bills in Washington im- 
pose certain construction programs on 
the sanitary district, and it will be the 
aim of the Chicago firm to determine 
to what extent such programs can be 
followed. 


Handles Many Similar Projects. 


Charles B. Burdick said his company 
had engaged in almost 250 sanitary and 
water supply projects. 

Edward J. Kelly, chief engineer of 
the sanitary district, when informed of 
the arrangement, expressed satisfac- 
tion and declared that he would be 
ready to coéperate. 
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SEWAGE CONTROL IS 
NECESSARY 70 KEEP 
OYSTERS HARMLESS 


The oyster problem is discussed tn 
the current issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association In an 
articlesof which the following ts a 
part: 

“In the recent outbreaks of typhoid 
in New York and Chicago, which—at 
least in Chicago—have been attributed 
to oyster borne infection, the evidence 
adduced seems reasonably convincing. 
The definite history of oyster eating 
in a number of cases, together with 
the implication of a particular ship 
ment of oysters and particular eating 
plaées, combined with the age and sex 
incidence and the localization of cases 


among the well-to-do, are all facts 
that strengthen the presumption of 


_oyster borne disease, 


“To these might have been added 
the circumstance that the seasonal 
incidence is quite In accord with the 
belief in oyster transmission. 

“It is evident that the disposal of 
sewage by dilution even in the Atlan- 
tic ocean is not without its problems. 
In the neighborhood of New York and 
at other points, the situation is acute. 
Industrial wastes and house sewage 
are said to be “making the fine har- 
bor of New York a cesspool.” Sea 
bathing has become impossible tn cer- 
tain localities. One recent writer as- 
serts that unless present. conditions 
are remedied, “in ten to fifteen years 
the greater part of the eastern United 
States will be cradled in a septic tank.” 

The future of the oyster is part of 
this general problem. It seems an un- 
wise and uncivilized procedure to 
smother in sewage a valuable food an! 
mal of a present marketable value of 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 an- 
nually. 

“The remedy for oyster borne in- 
fection seems to be to keep sewage 
away from oyster beds or else to aban- 
don the latter altogether, to abolish 
the practice of drinking or “ float- 
ing” oysters in brackish water in 
order to “ fatten” them, and to put in 
force obvious measures for prevent- 
ing the contamination of oysters dur- 
Ing shucking. The first of these pro- 
cedures presents the greatest difficul- 
ty, but is essential."

U. S. PROSECUTOR 
PAINTS FORBES 
AS U. S. BETRAYER 


Final Arguments On 
in Graft Trial. 


| Ralph F. Potter, special assistant to 
the attorney general of the United 
States, yesterday began the presenta- 
tion of arguments through which he 
and his associates will try to convince 
a jury in Federal Judge Carpenter’s 
court that Col. Charles R. Forbes and 
John W. Thompson should be sent to 
prison for their part in the alleged vet- 
éerans’ bureau frauds. _ 

The trial, which has consumed more 
than ten weeks, entered the final 
stages with the indication that the case 
will be given to the jury by next 
Wednesday or Thursday. 


Stresses Importance of Case. 


Prosecutor Potter, in his address to 
the jury, characterized the case af one 
of the most important in the last half 
century. He endeavored to point out 
the culpability of Col Forbes, whom 
he described as having been second 
only to the President in authority, in 
so far as the affairs of the veterans’ 


bureau were concerned. 

Mr. Potter did not seek to spare the 
| feelings of Eins H. Mortimer, star wit- 
ness for the government, to whom he 
alluded as a clever fixer. 

The government prosecutor told the 
jury that he believed Mortimer equally 
guilty with Col. Forbes and Thompson, 
but emphasized the fact that the chief 
informer of the government is not on 
trial. 

Mr. Potter stressed statistics shcwing 
that in 1922 30,000 veterans were in 
hospitals and that thousands of tuber- 
cular, shell shocked and mentally de- 
ranged veterans were claimants on the 
government. 

“ Betrays His Trust.“ 

Col. Forbes, Mr. Potter said, was 
charged with the duty of administering 
$15.000,000 for the benefit of these men, 
a trust which de betrayed through 
grafting in connection with the con- 


government charges. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Potter’s ar- 
gument, the trial was adjourned until 
Monday.

Deputy Marin, discussing the French debt to the 
United States In the French chamber Wednesday, 
gave Senator Borah, chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, the chance he was awaiting for 
use in the American senate. Marin aid that the 
debts could not be considered aa commercial obii- 


. gations but settigment should be based on moral 


grounds. “The United States cannot demand from 
4 country died to death a policy of compensation.”

Mr. Borah in the forum of the senate, with the 
world publicity waiting what he said, had the op. 
portunity to set the state department right and to 
take the lead which the senate always has taken 
im the foreign affairs of the American people.. It 
was not so much notice to France that there is an 
international obligation which has no moral offset 
ag N ts notice to the department of state that the 
international affairs of the country ere in the 
hands of Mr. Borah and his associates. 

The state department and the senate are the 


two factors in American government which most 


nearly approach a continuity. Administrations 
change and with them the head 6f the department, 
but most of its personne} and its policies carry 
through. The house of representatives may be 
changed by one election, but the senate carrie 
through, its entire membership not being exposed 
to any one election. | 

The state department Ttves in an atmosphere of 
international diplomacy with which the senate 
dees not come in touch. Whatever this influence 
may be on the department at any time it ts nil 
at all times in the senate. The state department 
yields points which the senate will not concede. 
Mr. Borah denied with truth that the United 
States has been an exacting creditor. He and what 
bas been ignored thus far, that in the refunding of 
the British debt, which is the only major repay- 
ment agreed upon, there Nas been a cancellation. 
The United States borrowed money from its citi- 
zens by selling them Liberty bonds with interest 
oa high as 4% per cent. This money went into 
the British loan which hag been refunded over a 
period of sixty-two years for the greater part of

closing session of the three day dental 
convention. 

“And if Helen of Troy had false

The teeth of the face which launched 
a thousand ships entered the discus- 
sion as a reminder that today there 
‘should be more dental clinics for the 
young and for the old,
